INFORMATION 


As  this  list  is  used  principally  by  visitors  in  our  gardens  during 
the  blooming  season,  we  have  given  only  brief  color  descriptions. 
Fuller  information  on  any  of  the  varieties  will  be  furnished  gladly. 

All  varieties  are  guaranteed  true  to  name.  We  use  every  pre' 
caution  to  assure  correctness.  If  any  error  occurs  full  adjustment  will 
be  made.  Cultural  directions  accompany  all  shipments. 

The  west  garden,  one  acre  square,  contains  the  introductions  of 
others;  this  is  planned  for  convenient  judging  and  inspection  and  many 
of  the  new  irises  are  added  each  year.  Both  gardens  east  of  the  main 
walk  contain  only  irises  developed  by  us,  many  of  them  seedlings 
blooming  this  year  for  the  first  time.  The  garden  plan  is  by  Mrs. 
Williams. 

TERMS — Payment  is  expected  when  irises  are  delivered.  This 
will  be  within  a  few  weeks  after  the  blooming  season.  We  recommend 
early  Summer  planting.  Deliveries  will  be  made  without  charge  in  the 
vicinity  of  Nashville.  Out  of  town  orders  will  be  sent  by  prepaid 
express  if  amounting  to  $5.00.  A  certificate  of  Inspection  accompanies 
each  order. 

LOCATION  of  gardens:  From  Nashville,  drive  eight  miles  south 
on  the  Franklin  Road  (31).  When  you  come  to  the  highway  sign 
pointing  left  toward  Hill  Road,  turn  here  over  the  concrete  railroad 
bridge;  follow  this  road  about  five  hundred  yards  to  Hill  Road;  turn 
left  and  the  gardens  are  the  second  entrance  on  the  left  hand  side.
